Mr. Chang was next asked how he could” 
get very far ina reformed judicial 
system without an increase iin: expenses, 
which this Government was’ most. likely 
not in a position to furnish.

SUMMARY COURT JUDGMENT. 


WITNESS FINED $50 FOR 
REPRESENTING HIMSELF AS 
DEFENDANT. 


” Adter giving judgment in a Summary 
Court case yestorday morning, the Puisne 
Judge (His Honour Mr. Justice Gum. 
porta) imposed a fine of $50 upon ono 
of the witnesses, in. the ense for misrepre- 
sontiag himself in the witnesy box during 
the henring of the caso as the defendant. 
He. was given the alternative of three 
weaks’ imprisonment, - : 

The case'waa the ono in which Ho Hin 
Youk sued Ma Kee Sun for a declaration 
that. he, the plaintiff,, was a denant of 
two floors in x house in Mercer Street; 
for an-ordyr that ho should be allowed ta 
resume full posession of the premises on 
completion of repairs; znd for damages 
for breach uf covenant for quict enjoy-~ 
meat of tha premises. 

His Honour, giving judgment, said: 

“he plaintiff was the tenant of two 
floors in Mercer Street, Victoria, and he 


cliimg against the defendant who is the 
landlord :—~ te 
(1) For a declaration that plaintiff. is 
the tenant of the premises. 
For an order that pinintiff ; bo 
allowed to resume full possession 
of the premises at the completion 
of the repairs. 
For damages for breach of covennat 
for quiet enjoyment.. " : 
By communications on various dates 
commencing on ‘Ist of August, 1921, the 
defendant gave uoticn to the plaintiff to 
‘quit the premises.

Various 
leuters were sent to-the plaintiff notifying 
the commencement of alterations, Finally 
on 2th February, 1993, the dofendant 
commenced to, pull’'down the building 
which by reason of these operations be- 
came unfit for habitation, The plaintiff 
th«reupon Ieft the premises, On March 
1st the plaintiff’s solicitors, Messrs Wilkin- 
son and Grist, wrote-to the defendant's 
architects requesting” inspection of the 
"plans. Messrs. Wilkinson and Grist, on 
examining the plans, discovered that ihe 
reconstruction intended was not such ns to 
make the teuemeat a new building under 
Sevtion 4, and that the notice to quit 
under that Section wag therefore invalid: 
They also informed tho defendant by ktter 
on March 2nd, On March rd, the tenant 
returned to the -promises and slept there 
on the night of the 3rd and 4th March. 
The landlord had zo knowledge of this 
occupation : : 
The position now ig briefly’ ag follows :-—--

a TEACHING. OF HISTORY. 
SHOULD. IT BE INTERNATIONALt 


“Mr, H. G. Wells and Mr. E. B, Osborn, 
Wterary editor of the Warning Post, who 
are old antagonista in print, met on April 
10th for the first time in’ verbal conflict 
on the 
Eoonomiga: in Houghton-stroet, Aldwych, 
the subject for discussion being the quee- 
tion, ‘Should the Teaching of History be 
on a National Basis? \ : 

Mr. H. G. Wells, who takes the view 
that the .teaching of history should . be 
interuational, aaid..that his thesis wus that 
history is not many ‘subjecta,. but one 
subject, and that it should bo taught in 
much the same temig in all civilised 
countries... Ho was there to advocate the 
fenchinig of world history, ag distinct from 
tational history, It was more intoresting, 
casivy to teach, and casier to grasp and 
understand than the present historical 
ing.ruction, The only way to comprehend 
tho history of any country was by learning 
it as purt, onod'in its proper proportion, 
of the genoral:history of mankind. Ho 
urged such teaching because it had become 
an urgent political necessity. The nations 
of Europe today were suffocating’ and 
Kestering in pits of stalo and. unventilated 
history. A too limited historial teaching 
had been a héavy curse on the world— 
especially Europo—during ‘the last 100 
years. The development of transport had 

n unparalleled in the whole previous 
experience of mankind. There had been 
an enormous increase in productive powor, 
and also in the destructive side of wary 
though there waa na increase in the deoisi- 
yeness of war. The World was becoming 
ono economic aystem, and. one financin] 
system, Needing & common control. Na. 
tions were built upon history, and most of 
the nations had bora built on uncommonly 
bad history, The only possibility of socur- 
ing’ a wider and saner arrangement of 
human affairs lay in a wider and saner 
vision of ono nation and people in relation 
to the whole adventure of mankind. | 

Mr. E. B. Osborn, opposing Mr. Wells’ 
views, said that the theory that had been 
propounded seemed to him utterly unsound. 
It sevmed to him that Mr. 
inspired by the wish to make war impossi- 
ble, cr at any rate less probable, by coas- 
ing to fou'en national sentiment tn schoola 
and colleges. Time, ho believed, would 
confute Mr,. Wells’ plan for destroying 
national sentiment by stopping the study 
of history from the national standpoink 
It was possible, he believed, to show that 
Mr, Wells’ “whole concention of. inter- 


nationalised history was hawd on a falso | 


analogy and a fallacious materialism. 
Believing ng he did that war wag deeply 
rooted in the nature ofiman, and that the 
study of history from @ national stand~ 
point helped to strengthen the morals of 
the nation, he was compelled to opposd 
Mr, Wells in thia matter.’ All the same, 
he did uot object to teaching history to 
advanced pupils in such a way that they 
might learn to understand the aspisations 
of other nations. The teaching of history 
should really'begin at home in the family. 
Children should know nad tako a pride 
in their fnmily’s past. oe 

The Chairman said ho thought they 
would all agree with Mr. Wells that a 
grent deal of the teaching of history in 
the past had been very , very unen- 
lightened, and very unintelligible, What 
did they waut history for?- First, to give’ 
them an intelligent. view.of the world in 
which.they lived; secondly, as an influence 
for the formation of character; and third. 
ly, as a’ discipline for the training of 
judgment, Tn order to give an intelligent 
view of history they must have a view 
of the world’s history, Hf be had the 
historical training of 1 child, he should 
introduce it to the cave men at the age 
of 3; and go on to the Babylonians, 
Arabians, and Egyptians, and then pro- 
seed to illustrate the herocs of Grecee ‘and 
Rome, until, about the end of the tenth 
year, he would arrive ‘nt the period. of 
Juliva Cmsar, carrying through | 
scheme on a broad and general outline, 
and giving England its proper perspec- 
tivo, unti] he brought the child to modern 
times, They could then specialise on thig 
or that period of national -history. "The 
teaching of history hitherto—though’ not 
perhaps in the most: recent years—had 
been too exclusively politica] and military, 
and too little attention had been given to 
tho great men of science.: “0 .

In Petrograd the Kramia Gasette notices " 
that, even the homeless children of that city 
migrate to Moscow. pepe published in 
provincial citie’ throoghont Russia also 
report migratory movement. Thu’ Lavestin 
writes: . . 

“The strects of Moscow swarm with Iitile 
cigarette dealers, with little beggurs, littl: 
pickpockets, and “hold-up” man, us well 
as little prostitutes, This shows tho‘ decline 
of our home life, uf our education, vf the 
incrvasin, unemployment, and of the 
general demoralination of the people, Dur- 
Ing the-past live years of Soviet control, 
espocially during the cold months oF 
winter, parents have sent their children 
into ‘the streets to or steal oo 
piece of wood with which to keep warla, or © 
to beg or steal soma food with which. to 
stave off starvation, Later, when thou- 
sands of parents discovered they .coald not 
support their children, they gave them 
over to the care of the Soviet Government, 
and they were placed in homes,” 

But they did not atay in these homes, , 
states the writer, who- reports that. in 
many of these Sovist“institutions the 
children did net get as much to,eat us.’ 
they received at home. Tho Communist 
theory taught ‘in these homes, “that every- 
thing belongs to everybody,” also had “oa 
bad effect on the minds of the children, 
who .were in reality trained in the 
principles of thievery; The Lareatio, 
continues: i :

operuting in Moscow receive thrée separate 
groups of children daily,whoreceive from two. 
to three hours’ instruction. A few fortunate  * 
children posbess school books, but even these ° 
are taken by youthful robbers, who ro-sell 
them to parents in the . market . place. 
With these conditions the newspapers report . | 
that Russia's coming generation will hea.

Tho Duke of Northamberland on March 
Qlet' presided at the anuual dinner of the 
Institution of Naval’ Architecty vat the 
Connaught Rooms, . 

“Mr. Amery, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
and Admiral Enrl Beaty, First Sea Lord, 
spoke on th: cuts in tonnage and persounel 
in the Navy sis:cn the Armisties. : 

The Cuateman, proposing ‘The Royal 
Navy,”’ referred -tu the onerous dutivs of 
the Biase Lord of the Admiralty and the 
Scerotary for War, They wore called 
upon ‘to ase nny dangers that arise in tho 
Rear or distant. future. ‘Laxt year they 
had tho Geddes. report, which was based 
oa an assumption that there would be no 
more war fer at least ten years. On his 
return from tHe CGenoy Conference “Mr, 
Lloyd Grorge said he had been trying to 
‘peaen for the next ‘eight 


momhs—(laughter)—and within aboud 


{ three “months of being informed of that 


Hloyd Gicorge pact’ they had the Turks 


tearing up the Treaty of Sevra and {’ 


marching an’ Constantinople. 

He just mentioned these things as show- 
ing the difficulties that confronted -our 
statesmen. But thoke difficultias served a 
useful purpose, and: that was. to prove 
the readiness of our Navy and Arms, for 
any emergency that might eomo along. 
They had seen what: had happened at 
Chanak, and how the Nave had got 
together an impreevable’ barrier in the 
Straits. He could. not help thinking that 
those who were so ardent for disarma 
ment began at the wrong pnil, : 

The peace of Eurojre depended" not on 
disarmament, but on the pooling of our 
arms. Had that friendship which existed 
between Groat Britain anid Franke been 
extended te ineclide some of the other. 
nations .cf the League of Nations ‘and 
especially some of the maritime nations 
of the League, we should then have had a 
teal combination against any Powrr which. 
“might ‘endanger the peace of Fn rope—a 
Teal guarantee of the security of eivilisa. 
tion in future, : .

Mr, Amery. in response. snid he won- 
dered.if the publie realised the extent of 
the reductions which had been carried out 
not only -sinee the armistice but since the 
Washington Conferences, They had scrap- 
ped thirty-five battleships “and battlo 
cruisers of 530.000 tong, 83 ernizers of 
520,000 tors, 250 des‘ royers, 95 torpatlo-boat, 
101, submarines, 2+ o> other vessels’ of 
war, making a total of 16,000,000 tous.
